the refusal of Ghana's govern- 
ment to release a Guinean dele- 
gation held hostage in Accra. 


Guinea charged that the Unit- 


ed States had a hand in the de- 
tention of the 19 Guinean diplo- 
mats and students who were 
taken off a plane Saturday night 
when it stopped in Accra en 
route to a meeting of the Organ- 
ization of African Unity in Et- 
hiopia. 


Ghana cleared the 
United 


States of any complicity and the 
U.S. State Department denied it 
played any part in the affair. 
But a broadcast from Guinea 
said 50,000 persons paraded in 
front of the U.S. Embassy in 
Conakry, the capital, Monday 
shouting "Down with the Yan- 
kees!" and "Yankees get out of 
Africal"

spokesman, Carl Bartch, said in 
Washington that anti-American 
demonstrators also invaded the 
U.S. ambassador's residence in 
Conakry, breaking windows and 
some furniture.

Brazil. 


Brasilia Police Chief Juran- 


dir Palma Cabral said Truhill's 
charge was "ridiculous," since 
the security police "can use air 
force planes whenever it needs 
them." 


U.S. officials in Brazil also 


cast private doubts on a link 
between the diamond and the 
smuggling convictions earlier 
this year of Truhill, Sexton, 
McCutoheon and Ralph E. Dial, 
47, an Oklahoma City geologist.

GIs Told 
U.S. Proud 
of Them

CAMP 
STANLEY, 
Korea 


(AP) — "Keep your chin up and 
your chest out — we are proud 
of you and I came here to tell 
you so," President Johnson to- 
day told American troops con- 
fronting the Communists in Ko- 
rea. 


The President 
traveled 
by 


train and helicopter into the 
rugged South Korean country- 
side to pay tribute to Korean 
and American troops guarding 
the 151-mile border with Com- 
munist North Korea. 


Speaking earnestly and in a 


low voice Johnson in an off-the- 
cuff speech told the troops 20 
miles south of the demilitarized 
zone between North and South 
Korea 
they 
were 
"doing a 


mighty good job" of protecting 
freedom in the United States 
and many parts of the world. He 
said no matter what they may 
read about anti-Viet Nam dem- 
onstrators or draft card bur- 
ners, the great bulk of Ameri- 
cans are like them — standing 
up for freedom. 


Johnson began his second day 


in South Korea with an hour's 
meeting with President Chung 
Hee Park. They discussed Viet 
Nam, 
where South Korea has 


45,UUU troops, ana Kirk's re- 
quest for more U.S. funds to 
equip troops to replace them at 
home. 


After their talk, Johnson and 


Park drove through cheering, 
flag-waving crowds to take a 
special train for a 193 mile ride 
to the headquarte of the 26th 
Korean Infantry Division and 
nearby U.S. Camp Stanley. 


At the Korean camp Johnson 


conferred U.S. Silver Star med- 
als on three South Korean her- 
Uf3s of the Viet Nam War. He 
presented one to the widow of 
Maj. 
Lee In-ho, who was killed 


when he threw himself on a Viet 
Cong grenade to shield his men. 


After watching Korean ex- 


perts at karate smash stacks of. 
tiles with their bare fists, the 
President took a helicopter to 
Camp Stanley, where r>,000 U.S. 
Army, Navy, Air Force and 
Marine troops had been brought 
by truck so the President could 
see a cross section of American 
forces 
in 
Korea.

Camp Stanley houses only 900 
engineering troops. 


Johnson hopped out of his 


Jeep during the drive to the 
camp 
messhall and walked 


along with hands outstretched 
as enlisted men crowded around 
him. 
FBI Chief 
Cites Infamy, 
Hate in U.S. 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - FBI 


Director J. Edgar Hoover said 
today the United States "wears 
a yoke of infamy — a yoke 
made of greed, hate, violence, 
apathy and lawlessness." 


In a message in the FBI's 


monthly Law Enforcement Bul- 
letin, Hoover assailed demon- 
strators, the courts and the apa- 
thy of many citizens for what he 
called a "criminalistic burden" 
that grows heavier from year to 
year, ' 


"How 
is the cause of equal 


justice under law favored by 
noisy, defiant mobs yelling slo- 
gans, denying the free exercise 
of constitutional rights of other 
citizens, and turning whole com- 
munities into nightmarish jun- 
gles of looting, rioting and as* 
sault?" he asked. 


"Can we seriously consider, 


even for a moment, that this is 
the precious right our forefath- 
ers referred to as a peaceable 
assembly to petition the govern- 
ment for a redress of griev- 
ances?" 


Hoover said also that too 


many well-meaning "but mis- 
guided Americans not only sup. 
port the doctrine of lawbreaking 
for a worthy end but also oppose 
penalties for violators." 


In many instances, he said, 


the question of guilt "is ob- 
scured and lost in a maze of 
procrastinating 
technicalities 


and leg-al jousting. Many times, 
truth, which often exposes guilt, 
is only a secondary objective; 
the main search is for error or a 
technical loophole for the mur- 
derer or hoodlum." 


FBI Arrests U.S. 
Airman, Russian 
Diplomat for Spying

LOS ANGELES (AP) - A 


German-born U.S. airman has 
been arrested and a Soviet dip- 
lomat ordered to leave the coun- 
try in the fourth major Ameri- 
can spy case reported 
since 


July by the FBI. 


Staff Sgt. Herbert 
William 


Boeckenhaupt, 23, was seized 
Monday 
by FBI 
agents 
at 


March Air Force Base in Riv- 
erside, Calif. He was arraigned 
here on a charge of conspiring 
to commit espionage to deliver 
to a Russian diplomat "infor- 
mation relating to the national 
defense of the United States." 


Boeckenhaupt, who lived in 


Superior, Wis., with his family 
since immigrating to the United 
States in 1948, pleaded inno- 
cent. He was ordered held on 
$50,000 bail. 


After the FBI announced the 


sergeant's arrest, the State De- 
partment asked Aleksey R. Mai- 
inin, commercial counsel at the 
Soviet Embassy in Washington, 
to leave the country as soon as 
possible. 


Boeckenhaupt, 
stationed 
at 


the Pentagon from April 1964 to 
August 1965, allegedly met se- 
cretly with Malinin in June 1965 
and April 1966. He had enlisted 
in the Air Force in 1960 at the 
age of 17. 


The FBI did not disclose 


whether any money was In- 
volved in the alleged meetings, 
nor whether any information 
was actually passed. 


Agents also refused to say 


what 
Boeckenhaupt's 
duties 


were at the Pentagon, although 
he was a communications re- 
pairman at March. 


The FBI said Boeckenhaupt 


met with Malinin in June 1965, 
in an Arlington^ Va., suburb 
where Malinin' questioned the 
serviceman about his duties at 
the Pentagon. 


The men reportedly met again 


in a bowling alley parking lot 
last April, and Malinin gave 
Boeckenhaupt a 35mm slide that 
pinpointed "drop areas" and 
meeting places, the FBI said. 


Boeckenhaupt lives with his 


wife near March Air Force 
Base. Agents said his apartment 
was searched with the ser- 
geant's consent last week.

Enemy Guns 
Unleashed 
on Saigon

SAIGON, 
South Viet 
Nam 


(AP) — 
The Viet Cong un- 


leashed an artillery bombard- 
ment on the center of Saigon 
today in a spectacular but un- 
successful 
attempt to disrupt 


South Viet Nam's National Day 
observances. 
: 


Six 
Vietnamese 
and 
one 


American 
were known dead. 


Conflicting reports listed up to 
six more killed but these reports 
could not be verified. The one 
American known dead was a 
Navy officer. 


The 
Viet Cong hurled 24 


rounds of 75mm recoilless rifle 
fire in and around the parade 
route, U.S. military headquar- 
ters said. Vietnamese authori- 
ties reported mortar shells also 
struck during the shelling. 


The bombardment hit Sai- 


gon's Roman Catholic 
cathe- 


dral, a Catholic school, the John 
F. Kennedy Square, the Saigon 
central market and the French- 
built Grail Hospital, the biggest 
in the capital. 


The bombardment, first of its 


kind by the Viet Cong against 
Saigon, failed to interrupt the 
massive 
parade 
marking the 


third anniversary of the over- 
throw of the late President Ngo 
Dinh Diem. 


For two hours and 20 minutes, 


soldiers of the South Vietnam- 
ese armed forces and the six 
nations allied with them pa- 
raded before tens of thousands 
and 
leading 
Vietnamese and 


foreign dignitaries. 


U.S. 
military headquarters 


said the shelling came from a 
point 3'/2 miles southeast of Sai- 
gon near An Khanh Ka. Six U. 
S, gunship helicopters closed in 
on the area and.artjUery spotter 
planes were £ion. A ground 
force of allied troops also swept 
the area but the Viet Cong gun- 
ners apparently escaped. 


U, S. headquarters announced 


that three Viet Cong were cap- 
tured near the parade grand- 
stands on Kennedy Square. A 
spokesman 
said 
they 
were 


armed with grenades and small 
arms. A Vietnamese spokesman 
said 
four 
more Viet Cong, 


armed with grenades and weap- 
ons, were seized in the vicinity 
of the parade route. 


The U. S. psychological war- 


fare section set to work immedi- 
ately to prepare leaflets to be 
dropped from the air over both 
North and South Viet Nam. A 
spokesman 
said 
the 
leaflets 


would decry the "murder of the 
innocents" and point out "the 
desperation of the Viet Cong 
insseeking to revive its flagging 
prestige." 


He said printing of the leaflets 


would 
start 
Wednesday and 


would carry a photograph of a 
woman killed in the central 
market square by the shellings.

GIs Would 
Flood Colleges 


By GAY LORD SHAW 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Near- 


ly 250,000 of America's "cold 
war" veterans have streamed 
onto college campuses this fall 
to continue their education with 
the aid of the new GI Bill, offi- 
cials reported today. 


Settlement of the Viet Nam 


war and the subsequent return 
to civilian life of many of the 
336,000 troops now committed to 
the conflict would send the total 
zooming upward, they said, per- 
haps causing severe overcrowd- 
ing in some schools. 


Under the measure — com- 


monly known as the "Cold War 
GI Bill" - signed by President 
Johnson on March 3, honorably 
discharged veterans with more 
than 180 days active military 
service since Jan. 31, 1955 are 
eligible for educational, housing 
and other benefits. 


The program, approved by 


Congress 
without a dissenting 


vote, amounts to an extension of 
World War II and Korean War 
GI benefits, but on a reduced 
scale. 


The Veterans Administration 


said 
211,000 October benefit 


checks had been mailed by last 
Friday to veterans enrolled in 
colleges, universities and other 
institutions — such as vocation- 
al or business schools. Files of 
35,000 applicants were being 
processed 
Monday, a spokes- 


man said. 


Officials said they expect the 


figure to level off at about 240. 
000 this school year. About 64,- 
000 veterans attended summer 
classes after the program went 
into effect June 1. 


The new bill covers veterans 


who served in the war in Viet 
Nam. But VA officials said their 
records do not show how many 
veterans of the Viet Nam con- 
flict are benefiting from the 
measure.

Select the Proper Putty 


To Assure Good Results 


By MR. FIX

The 
professional cabinet- 


maker has a trick of making 
his own wood putty by mixing 
fine sawdust with resin type 
glue. The result is a tough 
filler that will not shrink and 
will match the original wood. 


There are, however, a num- 


ber of different compounds 
on the market that can be 
used for filling cracks and 
holes which are easy enough 
for anyone to use. Even the 
professional 
is turning 
to 


them. It is important to pick 
the right type and to apply it 
properly. 


These products are referred 


to as wood putty, wood plastic 
or simply filler. They are not 
the same as paste wood filler, 
which is brushed on over open 
grain wood to fill the pores. 
There are both ready-mixed 
putty or powders which can be 
mixed w 
rith water to make a 


filler. 


Quick-drying 
ready-mixed 


fillers come in tubes or cans 
and dry quickly as soon as ex- 
posed to the air. Though 
handy, since there is no mix- 
ing required, they are also 
rough and sometimes hard to 
smooth 
since 
they harden 


quickly before a surface can 
be smoothed. Since they do 
not take stain readily, it is 
best to get one with a color 
that resembles the wood. 


Ordinary Putty 


Ordinary linseed oil putty, 


the kind used on windows, 
often is used to fill cracks and 
holes. It consists in part of 
white lead and oil, is cheap 
and handles easily. While not 
for cabinet making, it is ideal 
for cracks in siding outdoors 


and can be painted over im- 
mediately. It does not take 
stain too well. To use linseed 
oil putty, simply apply with a 
putty knife or your finger and 
smooth. 


Linseed oil putty has little 


strength so do not use it 
where there may be stress 
(such as on an open edge) or 
as an adhesive. 


If you have a lot of filling 


to do, get dry powder filler. 
Mix it with water as you need 
it. It is cheap and it lasts in- 
definitely. What you mix will 
harden quickly. It adheres 
well, 
w h e t h e r 
in large 


amounts or thin layers and it 
smooths out with better re- 
sults than the 
ready-mixed 


putties. 


If a sizable opening must be 


filled, take preliminary steps 
to insure a good job. If you 
can undercut the edges of the 
opening so that it is narrower 
at the top than the bottom, 
this will prevent the filling 
from pulling out. 


Build Filling 


If the opening is deep, build 


up the filling in layers rather 
than filling it with a single 
glob. Allow each layer to dry 
before applying the next. The 
last layer should be slightly 
higher than the surrounding 
surface and then leveled aft- 
er wards. This allows for 
shrinkage. 


Linseed oil putty should not 


be applied to raw wood. Paint, 
prime or seal the area before 
applying. If using on a stained 
surface, mix stain into the 
soft putty before using it as a 
filler. 


When 
using dry 
powder 


filler, mix only what you can 
use at one time.
